Ever since the Shah's return from Europe, thanks to the representations made 
to hin by the heads of the Jewish communities in the principal Cities Which he 
visited, a sensible improvement has taken place in the treatment of the Jews 
in his Majesty's dominions ; and although in certain portions of the country they 
are still now and again subjected to petty vexations and annoyances, it was hoped 
that the era of active oppression and persecution had been closed altogether. But 
the recent news from Teheran which was made known on Sunday last at the 
meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association tells a different tale and proves unfor- 
tunately that this hope has not yet been realised. A stolen jewel having been 
found in the possession of a Jewish pedlar, the man was arrested and tortured 
by being held over a tire—by the orders of the Chiefofthe Police, who, itis almost — 
‘credible to believe, isa European—until he confessed that he had received it from 
another Jew who, he alleged, had purchased the jewel together with a quantity of 
other valuables. Although the guilt or innocence of the parties has as yet not been 
proved, we may Le permitted to express a doubt as to the value of confessions 
wrung under torture. The disclosures made under compulsion by the boy Scharf _ 
in couneetion with the celebrated Tisza-Eszlar affair, are a case in point, it being 
a positive fact that his statements were a tissue of falsehoods from beginning toend 
The confession of the Teheran pedlar led fo the arrest and subsequent torture of a 
number of the principal men in the Jewish community, including the Chief Rabbi 
and the Warden, and under threats of persecution these were compelled to sign a 
bond pledging themselves to pay a sum equal to £2,000, the alleged value of the 
stolen property, although it was beyond their power to raise so large an amount. 


The panic-stricken Jewish population of Teheran having appealed for aid to 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, the Joint Committee of this body and of the Board 
of Deputies promptly f warded a memorial on the subject to Earl Granville. It 
is, however, a most gratifying circumstance that, long before the facts were 
known in England, and consequently before he could have received the Foreign 
Secretary's telegraphic instructions to Interpose in the name of humanity on 
behalf of the Jews of Teheran, our Minister in that city, Mr. Ronald Thomson 
had addressed a powerful remonstrance to the Persian Gov ernment, the substance 
of which we reproduce elsewhere.

Undeterred by the fiasco occasioned by tie publication in Paris; in December, 
1881, of a journal bearing the name of L’ Anti-Juif, whose object, was 
sufficiently-denoted by the title, and which collapsed after the issue of the 
second number, some persons hostile to the Jews intend to start another anti- 
Semitic journal in the same city ; whilst another set of Jew-haters recently sum- 
moned a meeting in the Place de la Concorde to adopt measures for diminishing 
the wealth and the power of the Jews, a scheme whieh even the Eetiirne 
characterised as “humbug.” From the cordial relations which exist between Jews 
and Christians in France and from the- absence of any syinpathy in that country 
with the anti-Jewish agitation, we venture to predict that the new paper will hicet 
with the same resultas its predecessor. Some such prevision seems likewise to be 
shared by the promoters of the journal, for in order to give ita chance of success 
they propose to appeal, not only to Frenchmen, but also. to persons of other 
nationalities who may be open to receive the teachings of anti-Semitism. With 
this objeet in view, the journal is to be edited in the French, German.

The reigning Duke of Saxe Meiningen, in his desire to uphold the equality 
of the different religions bodies in lis duchy, has administered a sharp but well. 
merited rebuke to some Protestant pastors who lately made themselves notorious 
by an act of intolerance towards the Jewish community. The recent dedieca- 
tion of the new synagogue, was -attended by the Duke and Duchess 
and the whole of the Court, and the principal officers of state. But the Protest. 
ant pastors, four in number, who had been officially invited, were conspicuous by 
their absence. Their conduct was disapproved even by their respective con- 
gregations, and so annoyed was the Duke that, when a few days subsequently he 
gave a state dinner to all representative persons having relations with the Ministry 
for Public Worship, his Serene Highness purposely abstained from including the 
pastors here referred to, one of whom is Court Preacher, among his guests, whilst 
he openly paid every mark of honour to the Rabbi and Wardens of the Jewish 
congregation, 


The letter from our Jaffa correspondent, which we published a fortnight 
ago, affords additional evidence of the fact that the failure of Jewish attempts 
at agriculture Is not necessarily a foregone conclusion. Our correspondent’s 
experience has produced the deliberate conviction that Jews are willing and 
able to engage in agricultural pursuits, and that only ordinarily favourable con- 
ditions are needed to ensure suecess,: A shocking, and at the Sanie time, a 
melancholy proof is given in the letter of the reality of the will, Between 300 
and 400 Jewish families have lately gone to Palestine withthe intention of form.

Such defeets in the working of any literary 
society in the kingdom would have ultimately brought it to the ground, and it is 
not necessary to go further atield to discover the probable cause of the Hebrow 
Literature Society's recent debility and death. 

But it will be little creditable to the community if the matter is permitted 
to rest here.

From special enquiries made it seems that, apart from the amount paid as to 
a benefit society, the cost to an ordinary paving member of the numerous 
Chebras for seat-rental and Mitzvoth is not less than 2s. per month. The lowest 
price in the New Synagogue is at present 31s. per annum for seat-rental, other 
rates making a sum of over £2 10s. ; there are only 44 seats at this low amount, 
all let. Would it not be better if the scale were further reduced, and the low- 
priced seats increased, rather than that there should be so many empty ? 

In conclusion, the policy of the Council has been to synthetize our commu- 
nity : means should be devised to attract the members of the minor synagogues 
towards us, rather than scatter existing congregations. A rival Beth Hamedrash, 
on the most approved Polish principles, has but recently been established in the 
Commercial Road. Very little talent for organisation will gather round it a dense 
congregation, more Polish than in Wilna, independent of the United Synagogue 
or any of its authorities, except in the matter of burial, which they would expect 
and get free. This is surely not one of the desiderata at which our leaders aim ; 
it is rather their duty to assist the members to revive the City synagogues 
and to prevent their decay. I trust that on Election Sunday an announcement 
will be made in each synagogue as to the number of vacant seats as well as with 
regard to the measures requisite to fill them.

ROTATION PREACHING, 

The Conference between the Boards of Management of the three Western 
synagogues met on Monday evening at the Central Synagogue, Mr. Lionew L. 
Couen in the Chair. All three Boards were represented, and their views were also 
expressed in letters adddressed to the meeting. After much discussion it was 
proposed that each of the three synagogues, combining for the purpose of circuit 
preaching, should have a Preacher attached to it; to this an amendment was 
moved, that it was desirable that the service of preaching at the three synagogues 
shonld be entrusted to the two gentlemen now engaged at Bayswater and at the 
New West End Synagogue. On a division the numbers for and against the 
ainendment were equal ; the Chairman declined to give a-casting vote and the 
amendment, therefore, was not carried. A subsequent amendment was carried 
on a division, adjourning the Conference till the Boards of Management were in a 
position to aflirm what the views of their seatholders were, as to the frequency 
with which they desired sermonsto be delivered. This was to be ascertained, by 
circular as in the case of the Central Synagogue, or otherwise, as either 
Board might think necessary,

any steps for filling up permanently either of the offices of Preacher or Reader, 


rendered vacant by the lamented death of the Rev. A. L. Green. 

Meantime, in order to guide their deliberations, the Board desire to ascertain 
the wishes of their congregants as to the frequency with which in any permanent 
arrangement they would desire that sermons on the Sabbath shall be delivered in 
the synagogue, whether weekly, fortnightly, or monthly. I am requested, there- 
fore, to ask you to fill up the form appended hereto, and to return it to me at this 
office on or before the 1&th inst, 

As it is desirable that the opinions of the seatholders on the point should be 
elicited in as complete a manner as possible, the Board trust that it may be conve- 
nient for you to give a reply. .

Inquirics which be had made into the 
condition of the male parents of the pupils had elicited the fact that the majerity 
were mechanics or day labourers, and that all of them werea body of exceed- 
ingly quiet and respectable men. One of the teachers at the school came from 
Cochin, and on conversing with Mr. Grint Duff, the Governor of Madras, concern- 
‘ne the Jews of Cochin, his Excellency had mentioned that, durins a recent tour in 
the district. he had visited the synagogues both of the black and of the. white 
Jews, and the opinion which he had formed of them was that they were one of the 
most historically interesting and most respectable clasacs of Jews with whom he hed 
come intocentact.

Foreign Office, dated the ith May, was read. This document gave an aasur- 
ance that, immediately after the receipt of the memorial from the Anglo-Jewish Asso. 
ciation and the Board of Deputies, Mr. Thomson, the British Minister at Teheran 
was instructed to interpose in the name of humanity for the protection of the Jews 
in that town, The letter was accompanied by a copy of a despatch from Mr, Thom- 
s0n, corroborating the circumstances narrated in the abstract given above, and 
adding that, as a result of semi-oflicial representations which he had made to the 
Persian Minister for Foreign Affairs, the Shah hadin an autographic memorandum 
ordered that the proceedings complained of by the Jews should be put a stop te, 
In bis note to the Persian Minister, Mr. Thomson called attention to the firman 
issued by the Shah abolishing torture in his dominions, and he reminded bis Excel- 
lency of the assurances given by His Majesty to Sir Moses Montefiore and other _ 
heads of the Jewish community in England, as also last summer to Her Majesty's 
Government, that the Jews residiny in l’ersia would be treated with justice and 
would enjoy full protection at the hands of the Persian Governm nt. Mr. Thomson 
also pointed out that an entire community coull not have been implicated in the 
theft of jewels, which. if committed with the assistance of avy Jews (and of that 
there was no proof at present), coul! only render one or two individuals culpable. 

The Secretary having reported that later information had been received from 
Persia announcing the infliction of further outrages on Jews in Teheran. 

The PRESIDENT moved that arrancements be made with the Board of Deputies 
for the holding of an early meeting of the Joint Committee of the two bodies to 
consider the fresh news from Persia and also the cespatch from the Foreiga Oilize. 

The motion was adopted, 

Mr, Benjamin Kisch brought up the following recommendations of the Execu- 
tive Committee: 

1, That the grant of £130 to the schools at Smyrna be renewed, and that £5 
be voted in aid of the school library. 


2. That the grant to the Sofia School (hitherto £6'') be renewed, and be 
increased to £75.

The recommendations were respectively supported by Mr. L. Schloss, Sir Julian 
Goldsmid, Mr, Charles Davis, Mr. L. E. Pyke, and Mr. M. Aflalo, and were carried 
unanimously, It was incidentally mentioned, as a proof of the appreciation in 
which the Sofia Schcol was held, that it receives a subvention of 2,000 francs from 
the Bulgarian Government. and another of 3,000 francs from the Jocal 
municipality. 

Sir Julian Goldsmid informed the Council that he had been re-elected a foreign 
member of the Central Committee of the Alliance. 

The Treasurer (Mr. E. A. Franklin) submitted the financial statement for April, 
which showed a cash balance of £1,21(, in addition to invested property. 

Mr, FRANKLIN reported that the Sub-Committee appointed by the Council to 
consider the steps which should be taken to improve the financial resources of the 
Association had prepared an appeal asking for increased funds in order to enable 
the Council to extend the work on which they were engaged, and the Committee 
now asked for the necessary authority to issue this appeal, 

The Council having sanctioned the course adopted by the Sub-Committee, the

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LATE SIR GEORGE JESSEL. 


THE 


The annual meeting of the Convocation of the University of London, was held 
on Tuesday, at the University Buildings, in Burlington Gardens, Mr, STORRAR, 
M.D., Chairman of the Convocation, in theCaair, The report of the Annual Com 
mittee having been received and adopted, 

The SoLicrToR-GENERAL (Sir Farrer Hersche!. Q.C , M.P.), moved That this 
Houre desires to record its deep feeling of the loss sustained by the University of 
London in the death of the late Vice-Chancellor, the Right Hon. Sir George Jessel, 
M.A, F.R.S., the Master of the Rolls.. The late Vice Chancellor had taken, as a 
member of the Graduates’ Committee, an active pait in the movement which pro 
cured by means of the charter of the year 1858, the recognition of the graduates as 
constituent members of the University, and the services which he rendered to the 
University. as a member of this Houce, as a Senator, and as Vice-Chancellor, have 
confirmed and deepened the sense felt by this House of the great loss the Univer- 
sity has experienced in consequence of his death.” ‘‘ That the Chairman of Convo- 
cation be requested to forward a copy of this resolution to Lady Jessel, with the 
very reapectful sympathy of this House with her and the family of the late Vice- 
Chancellor in their great loss." The Solicitor-General said, that the remarkable 
ability of the distinguished man to whom this resolution referred had already been 
descrited upon other occasions in language more fitting than he could hope to us», 
It was no doubt ar agreat judge Sir George Jessel would be remembered, He possessed 
qualities fitting him for that office almost unique, There had been, perhaps, other 
judges poseessing equal rapidity of thought and lucidity of expression, and some. 
perhaps, who possessed an equal store of legal knowledge, but he did not believe 
that there could be found anyone who surpassed him, and few who had equaled 
him in the great combination of qualities which he possessed in the union 
of rapidity and accuracy, and which made him one of the most remarkable judges 
of ourtime. (Cheers.) In the qualities which he:displayed as a judye, the dis- 
tinction which he won,and the remarkable impression which he made upon the 
public mind, he reflected a lustre on the University to which he belonged. 

The motion was seconded by Mr, F. Srock., D.Lit., M.A., and carried 
unanimous'y. 

In the course of his speech on Wednesday. Presentation Day at the London 
University. Earl Gk ANVILLE, Chancellor of the University, referred in the following 
terme to the late Sir Georve Jessel : The death of the late Master of the Rollsis a 
heavy lors to this University. Some few years ago before the University was so 
conrolidat:d as it is now, it would have been more than a loss, Sir George Jessel 
was a creat lawyer and agreat judge. He had a self-confidence, a most inestimable 
advantaye to anyone who has qualities which inspired confidence in others, I doubt 
whether anyone on the Bench has ever combined in a vreater degree strength, 
rapidity and accuracy. But the University of London is no more concerned with 
his reputation as a lawyer and a judge than in feelinga pride and a pleasure in the 
manner in which so many of its raduates are working their way to the front rank 
in every profession. We have the deepest nterest with regard to Sir George Jessel in 
his connection with this University, It is unnecessary for me to remind you elder 
ones here present of the distinction of his life as astudent. how that was crowned 
when he became a graduade with honours in mathematics, and botany and 
other thinvs I could mention. Since that time the whole of Sir George Jessel's 
‘adult life was wrapped up with the life of this University. No one knew 
better than he did either the legal or the intellectual phases through which 
the University passed. Few men contributed more to assist the pro- 
gress it made. And when at last there was very much doubt whether he 
could find time for the work, we elected him in the Senate to be our 
Vice-Chancellor. and he discharged the duties of the post almost up to the day of 
his death in the most admirable manner, (Cheere.) T’rom the way in which

Had he lived and enjoyed 
good health there was no position up tothe woolsack itself which he might not have 
easily attained. A peerage in any case would have been counted among the certain- 
ties of the near future, for no one would dream of saying that in anything else 
than tho mere accidents of position and birth he was not incomparably the superior 
of his predecessor, Lord Romilly. Death, however, having cut short the harvest of 
his hopes, it was only meet that some share at least of the honours thus intercepted 
‘should be transferred to those bearing his name; and his descendants wil). there- 
fore, represent to the public eye the respect which the country pays to the memory 
of a great Judge removed from the scene of his labours while his intellectual 
strength was undiminished, his judicial fame only expanding to full fruition, and

The evidence they 
offer coincides with the narrative of the Gospels and with astronomical ealcula- 
tions. The following are the results at which Professor Sattler has arrived. Jesus 
was born on the 25th December, 74% years after the founding of Rome, and com- 
menced his public career on the 17th of November, 780 years after the founding 
of Rome. He was then 30 years, 10 months and 22 days old. The date on 
which he commenced his career fell in the 15th vear of the Emperor Tiberius 
and in the 46th vears after the building of Herod's Temple. This accord: 
ance with St. Luke iii. 1, and St. John ii. 20. According to Josephus (Antiquities 
XV. 11, 1) the construction of Herod’s Temple was commenced in the 18th year 
of that monarch, orin the vear 734 after the founding of Rome, in the month of 
October. If we add the 46 years which clapsed after the building of the Temple, 
we arrive at the end of the year 780, the vear during which Jesus entered on his 
eareer, If, moreover, we substract from 680 (770) vears, 10 months and 17 days) 
40) vears. 10 months and 25 davs, there remain 748 years, 11 months and 25 days 
which gives us as the date of his birth the 25th of December of the 749th vear 
after the founding of Rome. 

Jesus died on the ith of April a) of the Roman era, thiat is to savy on 
the Friday before Passover ; for it has been ascertained by exact calculation 
that Passover fell that year on the 7th of April 783 ; and as the latter year was a 
Jewish leap vear, and consisted, accordingly, of thirteen months, his public career 
lasted two years and seven months. Betweenthe 17th of November 780 and the 
Sth of April 783. three Passovers were celebrated, viz., in 781, 782 and 7&3. 
Those years correspond with the 27. 28.29 and 30 of the Christian era as at 


present calculated. 
corresponds with the year 749 of the Boman era, and taking that year as the 
starting point of the Christian reckoning, the years of Jesus’s career nnist be the 
81st. 32nd. 33rd and 34th of the new era. It thus results, aecording to Professor 
Sattler, that the Christian reckoning is at fault by five vears, and that we are 
now in PR8S8, and not in 1885.
